Amend the Practice and Procedure of the Crown Side of the a.d. m 2 . 
Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland. 

W HEB/EAS it is expedient to amend the practice and procedure 
of the Crown side of the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland by 
assimilating the same as far as practicable to the practice and 
procedure of the Court of Queen’s Bench in England : 

5 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same : 

1. That it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Chief Justice and Lord Chief 
10 the judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, or any three Justice, &c. 
of them, to make such rules, orders, and regulations, from time to JuieTas to 
time, for the care and custody of the records and other proceedings practice, &e. 
on the Crown side of the said Court, and the enrolment thereof, and ^m ) ° f wn 
the issuing, returning, and filing of writs and other proceedings, Queen’s 
15 and all other matters and things relating to the practice and the j^nd 
general business to be transacted on the Crown side of the said q yi ct , c , 22 . 
Court as to them shall seem fit and proper. s. 16 . 
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
